There is prevalent always more or less revolutionary spirit in 
India, and unquestionably German agents have been trying to in­ 
cite the people to sedition sine* the beginning of the war. 
But, 
despite the stringency of th* Indian eensorship. it would he Im­ 
possible to keep secret the farts of the Important revolutionary 
movements, if such were occurring. 
India is in communication by trading ships with the rest of (lie 
world, and even lf no other methods of obtaining news were avail­ 
able, traders, in all probability, could be relied upon to reveal se­ 
ditious activities. 
There are Hindu 
revolutionary 
committees 
outside India, too, which almost certainly 
would 
hear of insur­
